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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the independent clams, 
Applicant argues that Fischer fails to disclose or suggest that "the determination of the location of the user equipment is suspended until 
said handing over from the first serving base station to the second different base station has been completed. However, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees, Fischer teaches transmitting positioning data before or after the handover. And by way of example teaches the 
controlling of positional data by using flags or like indicators to stop the positional data. Although, the positional data can be stopped, 
Fischer teaches the positional data can be transmitted following a Handover operation (i.e., after receiving a stop flag positional data 
can transmitted). Furthermore, applicant argues that Fischer does not disclose or suggest if or how the transmission of data might 
continue once the said handover has been successfully completed; However, The examiner notes that the argued limitations of the 
applicant does not claim in detail or in manner of distinction from the prior art of Fischer as to how the transmission of data might 
continue; Applicant argues stopping the transmission of the positioning data as disclosed by Fischer does not correspond to suspending 
the determination of the location of the user equipment, as recited by the presented claims. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees 
based of the defined meaning of suspend (i.e. to cause to stop, for a period) the period being until said handing over has been complete. 
Fischer teaches a flag "to stop positional data" and perform handover and teaches positional data can be transmitted after the handover. 
Therefore. The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
